Oo the 19th luſtant the Kin 
of Pruffia cauſed bis Minifters to be affembled, an 
ordeted the Baron d'Iigen to tead to them a writ- 
ten Paper, containing the Alterations which his 
Majefty bas thought proper to make in the Admi- 
niſitation of his — The cotire Scheme is 
pot yet made Publick ; but tis faid, that the Ma- 
nagement of the Finances is to be enttuſted to four 
Commiffioners, of equal Power to cach other, and 
to prefide by Turns in their Affembly ; M. de 
Grumkow is named firſt in the Commiffion, and 
in fome Degree is confidered as the Chicfeft of 
that Body: Each is to have the peculiar Di- 
traction of Affairs in a diſtinct Province, according 
to the Divifion made of his Pruſſian Majeſty' Do- 
minions ; that is to fay, M,. de Grumkow is to have 
the Management of the Revenues of Proffia and of 
Pomerania ; M. Kraut, that of Brandebourg, Mag- 
debourg, and of Halberſtadt; M. Kruits, that of 
Minden, Meute, Lingen, and of Tecklenberg ; and 
M. Gorn, that of the Countries of Cleve, and 
Succeffion of Orange: Thefe four Commiſſione ti 
are alfo to have under them, their Affeffors, Secre- 
tarics and other Officers, to whom Rules are pre- 
{cribed for their Conduct in the Execution of 
their Offices. . de Jagozinek returned hither 
two Days ago, and propofes to fet out from hence 
To-morrow on his Journey to Mofcow: He has 
lately been at Francfort and at Mayence; and alfo 
to vifit the Prince of Heſſen Hombourg. He 
gives out, that his Journies to thoſe Places were 
only with a View of getting into the Czar’s Service 
ſome able Workmen, chicfly fuch as have 
skill in Mines; to which end, tis reported he of- 
fered 10,000 Crowns to one Kreutz, a Perfon ex- 
t in the working of Mines, but would not go to 
Rotis. Yet fome Perfons are of Opinion, that

The King bas given Or- 
ders for recruiting the Troops, 20d to augment 
them with four new Regiments : The Fleet alfo is 
required to be ina teadineſe, ic Cafe of any Attack 
the enfuing Summer. The Roffian Minifter fill 
folicites to have the Czar’s Claim to the Imperial 
Title acknowledged by thie Court, and to obtain 
free Paſſage for his Mafter’s Ships through the 
Sound. without paying the Toll.
